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No recession here, merchants say

Antioch businesses reported this week 
that although the Christmas season started 
a little slow, things are picking up or are 
expected to pick up and match sales from 
last year. 

"To be honest with you, it's been 
going crummy, but in the last two weeks 
it straightened out anil it's been going 
good for us," said Bob Hawkins of 
Patricia's Giftware. 

"Right now it's looking real good. I 
expect next week we'll be busier than all 
getup." 

Over at Ben Franklin's, owner Don 
Marski said: "It's been flat. No big 
increases, no big decreases. I'm expecting 



to at least break even with last year's 
numbers." 

These reports are fairly optimistic in 
the face of this season's economic 
doomsayer's, who publicly predicted a 
lackluster holiday buying season in the 
midst of this year's recession. 

Though merchants said the amount of 
street traffic appears to be down, the 
numbers are not as bad as what was 
expected. 

"Not as much as what the publicity 
gives it," said Laddie Korecek of Johnson 
Jewelers. "It seems to be fine here. It's 
looking up." 

Even Antioch's most glum merchant 
report referred to the season as a "mediocre 
response to sales." 




"Our sales haven't been real strong to 
this point," said Wayne Vivirito, owner of 
King's Pharmacy. 

The situation was similar at Sears, 
where the season wound down this week 
as catalog shoppers wrapped up their 
Christmas buying for the year. 

"We're slower than last year, but not 
real bad," said Sears store owner Wally 
Mozal. "Better than expected."

Antioch Mayor Robert Wilton said he 
will be back chairing Village Board 
meetings starting Jan. 6. 

Wilton has been recovering from heart 
surgery since late September, when he 
underwent a triple bypass.

Deer Point plans call for 200 single- 
family homes with an average square 
footage of 7,200. 

Village seeks water, 
sewer efficiency 

FOX LAKE — Fox Lake will look 
into having an efficiency study done on its 
water and sewer operations after briefly 
flirting with the idea of hiring an 
independent firm to run the department 
Trustee John Erdman Jr., chairman of the 
sewer and water committee, said it was 
decided the hiring of an independent com- 
pany was not feasible. "We're looking to 
sec if we can improve our sewer and water 
department — that's all," Erdman said. 
"Some people say costs are too high and 



they don t have a good idea of what's go- 
ing on with the department. If we hired an 
independent firm, they still wouldn't know 
what's going on — it would just be 
someone else running it"

March library 
referendum halted 

LAKE VILLA — Citing economic 
concerns, the Lake Villa District Library 
Board of Directors has voted to postpone 
its $5.3 million March referendum. The 
$5.3 million was supposed to give the 



board some leeway, but when the 
architects recently returned a cost estimate 
at $6.1 million to enlarge the library, the 
board said it decided to take a closer look 
before coming to voters. Library Board 
President Joyce Henebeny said, "We know 
the community is in a delicate condition 
because of the economy. We're trying to 
be sensitive to the community." 

IDOC buys first of 
1,000 Antioch acres 

CHICAGO — The Illinois DepL of 
Conservation has purchased approximately 
300 acres of Red Wing Slough and Deer 
Lake in Antioch and is negotiating with 
landowners to buy 700 acres more. "It's 
one of the first of what we hope are 
several future purchases," said IDOC 
spokeswoman Carol Knowles. The state 
has been eyeing the 1 ,000 acres east of the 
Village for 10 years, Knowles said. Funds 
were finally available this year. An IDOC 
survey claims that nine endangered or 
threatened species have been observed 
there since 1981. Among the birds which 
nest there, in an area reportedly considered 
the state's best for bird-watching, are black 
terns, common moorhens, least bitterns, 
pied-bill grebes and yellow-headed 
blackbirds.

"There are a lot of clubs out there but 
we wanted to be more," said Carolyn 
Blanchette, State Bank of Antioch 
assistant vice president and trust officer.

Carrying Santa's Surplus 
temporarily f or Christmas

In a formerly vacant storefront on Main 
St, Chris Jorgensen has set up Santa's 
Surplus, a clearinghouse for Christmas 
supplies that will close after two months. 

It's an annual part of House of Lloyd 
Party Plans of Grandview, Mo.. Jorgensen 
has been with the house party product 
company two years. 

"I felt Antioch needed a store like this," 
Jorgensen said. "Its hard for a lot of the 
older residents to get around, so it's nice 
to have a store like this for them." 

Featuring Christmas wrap and 
decorations, the store also is a 
clearinghouse for toys and giftware. 
Jorgensen said the toys and porcelain dolls 
are especially popular. 

Despite the recession, she said, 
business has been steady and the other 
stores don't seem to mind the 
competition. 

"It's something more to attract 
business downtown," Jorgensen said. 

Don Raplinger, supervisor of Santa's 
Surplus for House of Lloyd, estimated the 
company has been working out of 
temporary holiday stores for about 15 
years. 

"It's not a gain but the company is a 
big company, so it's significant enough 
that we do it every year," Raplinger said. 
"We're expanding every year." 

House of Lloyd jumped from 250 
stores in 1990 to 400 Santa Surpluses 
this year, he said.

"It's a vehicle to sell the products that 
we have carried over in part and the goods 
we buy out from closeout merchants," 
Raplinger said. | 

For Jorgensen, the season started by 
renting a vacant storefront. Then, one 
whole day was spent unloading a truck 
full of merchandise into the store. 

Eight weeks of sales come next, then 
back into the truck go the unsold 
products. And Jorgensen will continue to 
schedule house parties for House of Lloyd 
products until next Christmas, when the 
process will be repeated.

The Illinois Dept. of Conservation has 
purchased approximately 300 acres of Red 
Wing Slough and Deer Lake and is 
negotiating with landowners to buy 700 
acres more. 

"It's one of the first of what we hope 
are several future purchases," said IDOC 
spokeswoman Carol Knowles. 

The state has been eyeing the 1,000 
acres east of the Village for 10 years, 
Knowles said. Funds were finally 



available this year. 

"It's a very high-quality area," she said. 
"The department has really been looking 
towards acquiring land in that area for the 
past decade." 

The price for the land would not be 
disclosed because the IDOC is still 
negotiating with other area landowners.

Officer not charged in shooting deputy 



No charges will be filed againt a Gurnee 
officer following the domestic shooting 
and wounding of a Lake County deputy. 

A Lake County grand jury did not file 
charges after deciding the Gurnee officer, 
Thomas Agos, acted in self-defense. 

The jury heard testimony from four wit- 
nesses, including the wounded deputy, in 
Waukegan. 

According to police reports, Agos al- 
legedly fired seven shots at deputy Judy 
Mednick,.37, in her Liberty villc apart- 



ment following a personal argument early 
Nov. 17. One of the bullets fired hit 
Mednick's right arm severing her artery, 
another grazed the top of her head and a 
third penetrated her calf. 

Agos claimed self-defense in the act 
stating Mednick reached for a gun during 
the dispute and shouted threats of bodily 
harm at Agos as he ran for a bedroom in 
the rear of the apartment 

When Mednick arrived at the doorway of 
the room with gun in hand, Agos fired. 



Agos applied a touniquet to Mednick's 
arm and called the police. 

Police said Mednick was drinking in a 
Round Lake area tavern prior to the inci- 
dent, and allegedly did not remember the 



details of the incident She was hospital- 
ized more than 10 days at Condell Medical 
Center in Liberty ville. 

During the incident, Mednick did not fire 
her gun.

A new law effective Jan. 
1, 1992, will regulate boat 
noise on Illinois waterways 
by requiring motorboats to 
be equipped with mufflers 
that meet federal noise lev- 
els, according to the Senate 
sponsor of the bill, Sen. 
Jack Schaffer (R-McHenry 
County). 

"Boat owners will be 
ticketed if they do not com- 
ply with this law, and 
penalties and fines have 
been established for viola- 
tions," Sen. Schaffer said. 



He added that fines will 
range from about $500 to as 
much as $10,000 for differ- 
ent offenses. 

Exceptions are made for 
boats participating in a race 
or a regatta, or boats being 
tested by a manufacturer. 

Sen. Schaffer said he 
introduced the legislation in 
response to complaints by 
homeowners, fishermen and 
hunters in the Chain 
O'Lakes area. Illinois law 
addressing motorboal muf- 
flers did not deal with the 



problem of noise until now. 

"Loud engine noise is 
created when owners of 
these large 'muscle 

boats do not use mufflers," 
said Sen. Schaffer. "This 
law isn't intended to spoil 
boaters* fun, but I think 90 
decibels, which is the fed- 
eral level, is reasonable. 
Those people on the shores 
are entitled to protection 
from this kind of noise 
pollution," Sen. Schaffer 
said.

Convicted murderer 
gets new 'life 1 in prison

The jury may have saved his life, but 
his time will be spent in prison without 
any chance of parole. 

Charles Ratzke, 25, of Round Lake 
Beach was sentenced Dec. 13 by Lake 
County Circuit Court Associate Judge 
Christopher Starck for the murder of 
prominent Waukegan attorney Robert 
Snook Jr. last spring. 

Snook, 45, who lived near Round Lake 
Beach, was kidnapped from a car wash in 
his own vehicle on April 27, shot and 
then run down by the car. 

Ratzke was convicted of the crime Nov. 
13. The same jury also decided he should 
be spared the death penalty. 

In pronouncing the sentence, however, 
Starck said Ratzkc's spared life can never 
be set free in society again. The judge said 
that if Ratzke were allowed to roam again, 
he would probably kill again. 

Starck called Ratzke violent and erratic. 
At last week's sentencing he told Ratzke 
he was a terrible danger to everyone in 
society and called Snook's death "heinous 
acts of exceptional brutality." 

Prior to his sentence, State's Attorney 
Michael J. Waller and assistant George 
Strickland laid out a long history of 
Ratzkc's criminal conduct. 

A navy instructor testified that he and 
his car were attacked by Ratzke in Round 
Lake Beach in 1988.

victim, told of being robbed of his 
billfold, money and credit cards as he lay 
unconscious on Rollins Road in January 
1990. 

While Hamilton suffered, police said, 
Ratzke made charges on his credit cards. 

But it wasn't until April 27, when 
Ratzke and a man charged as his 
accomplice, George P. Goodman, 

confronted Snook, that Ratzkc's fate 

would be decided. 

According to police, Ratzke and 

Goodman kidnapped Snook from a car 

wash because they wanted to take his 

1984 Porsche. 

At a secluded spot along Rollins Rd., 
Snook was forced from his own car and 
shot. As he stumbled down the dark road, 
he was run down by the Porsche and left 
to die. 

Ratzke was later arrested for the crime 
when his girlfriend reported him to 
CrimeStoppers and collected a $1,000 
reward. 

Goodman, 28, a transient Round Lake 
Beach native, is scheduled to start trial 
Jan. 6. Ratzke continues to place the 
blame on Goodman, whom he claims 
played the major role in Snook's murder. 

In pronouncing sentence, Starck said 
Ratzke showed no remorse for his crime 
except when he was interviewed by 
television news. At last week's trial, 
Ratzke apologized for the murder of 
Snook and for the sorrow he brought to 
Snook's family.

Sports ignores economy as our nation struggles

The more things change, the more they 
stay the same. 

After Thanksgiving, President George 
Bush staged a "Christmas shopping scene" 
where he was seen on national TV shel- 
ling out a few bucks on a Christmas pres- 
ent. It was his way of exhorting the 
American public "to get out there and 
spend." Bush just isn't the actor that his 
predecessor was. ..the public relations 
stunt didn't go over loo well. 

Who am I to give Bush any advice. 
But, Mr. President, why don't you try 
something like this. Tell the American 
public to throw away every part of the 
day's newspapers except the sports pages. 
Tell them to watch sports programs on 
TV.. .no news, no variety programs, no 
movies, nothing else, just sports. And the 



same for radio. 

What good will this do? Well, there's a 
recession, right? Even President Bush ad- 
mits that, finally, after 12 or so months 
of "everything's just fine" talk. Most 
economists say that the only way out of a

dence, to get Americans to spend. But, 
President Bush, you don't nudge them to 
spend by faking a TV shopping spree. 
And you don't do much for the guy who 
has lost his job, is broke, and on food 
stamps and you tell him that he can boost 
the economy by buying a new house and a 
car. 

No..,there's a better way...tcil every- 
one to keep their eyes, and ears, and minds 
on sports,..that's all. After all, if reces- 
sions can end by stimulating consumer 
confidence and spending, then the whole 
thing is a matter of perception, right? 



So, what do you find on the sports 
pages? There's no recession! I just read 
last week that the average salary of base- 
ball players is about $850,000 a year. I 
watched three golfers split almost $500, 
000 for two days work in a "skins" 
gamc.only to be outdone the following 
week when a pro golfer won a cool 51 
million for his weekend's toil. The bas- 
ketball professionals make the baseball 
players look like paupers.. .and there's 
football, and tennis, and on and on. In 
sports, they sky's the limit. 

No one in sports seems to be worrying 
about a recession. They must know some- 
thing the rest of us, including the presi- 
dent, don't know. After all, these aren't 
Babe Ruths getting those humongous sal- 
aries. Two years in a row, the Cubs doled 
out millions for pitchers with losing re- 
cords. These arc long-term contracts that 
are being handed out, so the sports mo- 
guls are taking a no-recession attitude. 
They're counting on the American public 
to keep spending so that these kinds of 



salaries can continue. After all, we're pay- 
ing for those high salaries, aren't we? 

Sure, it's perception. Maybe it won't 
get consumers to buy cars and houses. 
But, think of all of the sneakers that blow 
hot air that will move in the marketplace; 
and at $100 a pair, that helps the econ- 
omy. And all of those fancy sports jackets 
and shirts and hats and "do-dads." If we can 
just make certain that all of those products 
were "made in the U.S.A.," we'll really 
start the economy rolling again, won't 
we? 

Well, maybe my idea won't work after 
all. It might dramatize, though, the key 
problem of the future in our great country. 
It is the widening gap between those on 
top of the economic scale and those on the 
bottom. ..and the squeezing of everyone in 
the middle. The "haves" have more, and 
the more they have adds to the growing 
list of have-nots. It is the reverse of the 
America (hat we have been, and it is lime 
that we put our prioritie ■■ back on track.

John Schulien and unknown Gladys 
Roper. 

Roberta "Bobbie" O'Reilly is a 
candidate for state representative in the 
new 51st DisL That's where retired Buf- 
falo Grove Mayor Verna Clayton is 
the endorsed candidate. Well-heeled Peter 
Fitzgerald of Palatine is the other 
player. To win back her old job O'Reilly 
must out-do Vernon Hills Trustee Pam 
Newton, Vernon Twp. trustee Flo- 
rence Emling and Davida Terry of 
Prairie View. 

Why do these two ambitious women 
want to wear two hats — one in Waukegan 
and the other in far-away Springfield? 
First, in their eight years of holding office 
they now regard politics as more than a 
hobby.

Geuzendam files for county board seat

By demonstrating her spirit and 
showing off her experience, Wauconda 
Township resident Elizabeth Geuzendam 
hopes to gain a scat on the Lake County 
Board. 

In her second bid for the post, the 31- 
year-old who fell short of election by 
4,000 votes in 1990 hopes to nurture 
values as a member of the board. The 
people in Wauconda Township, she said, 
"are down to earth and willing to make 
ethical choices based on their beliefs rather 
than financial gain." 

Intending to mount a campaign keeping 
a conservative eye on development, 
Geuzendam is running unopposed on the 
Democratic ticket. Her energy and 
optimism have led the grassroots 
organizer and activist to become a 
commissioner of the Lake County 
Regional Plan Commission; a founding 
member of Balanced Interaction of Man 
and Environment, an information 
network; member of the Lake County 
Land Conservation Committee; and active 
in developing Wauconda's Stream and 
Wetland Ordinance. 

She lent her voice during the county's 
2010 transportation hearings as well as to 



the Messiah Lutheran Church senior choir 
in Wauconda. Geuzendam was also a 
leading opponent of plans proposed for 
development of the Roney farm on the 
outskirts of Wauconda. 

A Lake County resident for more than 
20 years, Geuzendam hails from Chicago's 
Hyde Park neighborhood. She abhors 
procrastination and guides her life by a 
writing by Dr. Robert H. Schullen "When 
faced with a mountain, I will not quitl I 
will keep on striving until I climb over, 
find a pass through, tunnel underneath, or 
simply stay and turn the mountain into a 
gold mine with God's help." 

An advocate of working from the gut, if 
elected, Geuzendam hopes to help improve 
access to the 1,200 acre l^ewood Forest 
Preserve. "There's no way to get there. 
That's a travesty. We have the obligation 
to make this a place that's suitable for us 
and our children in the next SO years while 
undergoing development," she said. 

On her platform, she said, "We have a 
very large choice as to what is going to 
happen to us in Western Lake County. 
We have to work with and guide people 
who are going to come in here and make 
long term decisions for the residents." 

To accomplish her goal, Geuzendam 
advocates increasing collaboration between

the county and municipalities where land 
use is concerned. County zoning, she said, 
is trying to show municipalities where to 
allow growth in an effort to control 
density. 

"What they're trying to show is that 
this is kind of the same position that 
DuPagc was in 20 years ago. 
Municipalities are not keeping their 
zoning plans tight and developers are 
taking advantage of their generosity," she 



said. Consequently, growth is occuring at 
a faster rate than anticipated, causing 
overcrowding of school as well as traffic 
congestion. 

"If all the comprehensive plans for each 
village are built out, we'll soon have 1 
million people in this county. Projections 
from the Northeastern Plan Commission 
are 640,000 by 2010," she said. The 1990 
census showed a population of 516,000. 

Included in her philosophical 
committments is a desire to return the two 
party system to the district "I don't owe 
anybody any favors. I've worked for what I 
have as far as name recognition, and I've 
worked very hard to keep everything above 
board and not get backed into any comers. 
When you put yourself up to the 
limelight, somebody's going to find 
something. As far as I know, there aren't 
any skeletons," she said. 

The boys soccer coach said, "I have 
enough understanding of how the county 
works to be an asset as a County Board 
member. Frankly, I don't know that any 
of the republican candidates are qualified." 

Geuzendam is running in District 5 
against Republicans Brad Muse of 
McHcnry; Sandy Sundberg and Edward 
Fojtik, both of Inglcside; and Howard 
Bicze of Round Lake.

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Couple works out of home building Victorian homes

John and Mary Tayor's lives revolve 
around the home. 

It's where they conduct their business 
— building homes — and raise their 
family. It's a Victorian home, just like the 
ones they specialize in creating for their 
customers. 

"John's been in the carpentry business 
since he's been in high school," Mary 
says. "He cares about his quality and not 
the price. That's the kind of people he 
builds for." 

Since 1986, this Grayslake couple has 
built about 30 Victorian-syle homes in 
Grayslake, Barrington, Green Oaks, 
Libertyyille and Northbrook. 

"They look a little old-fashioned but 
they're modem," Mary says. "Either you 
like them or you don't" 

Between five and seven customers a 
year like the Victorian style enough to 
contract Jonell Builders — the Taylor's 
company — to build the $120,000 to 
$400,000 homes. 

"I guess it's the coziness and the 
homiencss of it," says Mary, who acts as 
the company's bookkeeper. 

John says all work is referred by word- 
of-mouth. Heating, plumbing, electrical, 



concrete and roofing work is contracted 
out 

Jonell Builders does the carpentry. 
Architectural plans come from home 
planner magazines, John says. 

"That's what a lot of builders are going 
to now. They use plans out of home 
planners magazines and then if they want 
they go to an architect" he says. 

The advantage is that home plans may 
be viewed without a $1,000 visit to an 
architect's office. 

For John, the advantage of working his 
own business is the diversity. 

"There are no two days that are the 
same," he says. "There's a lot of 
management — decision making. Every 
house is built one at a time. It's unique. 
That is exciting to me." 

The hardest part of his job is the 
weather. "And it can be physically tiring 
at times, but it's all worth it," John says. 

Adds Mary, "There are advantages and 
disadvantages because we are both 
working together so closely night and day. 
But it's worth it" 

She says she likes being able to raise 
her family at her company's residence and 
also, having a* say in the business.

An important characteristic underlying 
Jones' art treasures is the quality crystal 
pyrex glass he uses; the same used in 
Corning Cookwarc. This glass is known 
for its durability and is easily repaired. 
The glass is also tempered in specially 
designed kilns to fire out the stress caused 
by the glassblowing process. Pyrex glass 
and tempering are just some of the hall- 
marks of Jones' technique — setting him 
apart from the amateurs. 

Far from amateur, Jones was trained 
by three elite glass-masters who have had 
experience ranging from 25 to 53 years. 
Jones says, "One master was so tough 
that after I worked long hard days and 
thought I did great, he threw all my work 
in the garbage. I was devastated! But now 
I thank him for instilling in me discipline 
and respect for the art. Today my skill is 
respected by my peers in the American 
Glassblower's Society." Jones continues 
his relationship with the glass-master of 
53 years, brainstorming and sharing se- 
crets of the craft. 

The tradition of "glass-master secrets" 
goes back to the 13th century when the 
Venetians took over the lost European 
glass art Venetian rulers gave strict rules 
to protect the secrets of the craft under 



pain of death. Nonetheless, the secrets of 
technique and tooling spread back to Eu- 
rope and then to America. Today, many of 
the secrets are still well guarded. These 
secrets are carefully traded and shared only 
among the most respected in the field of 
glass. Gary Jones is one of them.

• Check your savings 
habits.

posit first every month. 

"If you think you can't 
afford to save, it's probable 
that you can't afford not to," 
Dahl said. "Don't worry if 
you only put away $5 or 
$10 a week to begin with. 
Even small amounts will 
grow if you put them into a 
savings account where the 
interest is compounded." 

• Call your life insur- 
ance agcnL Take the time to 
think about your insurance 
needs. Your life changes 
over the years, and chances 
arc, your insurance needs 
have changed also. If you 
have a whole life policy, 
find out what the face value 
is now. Ask who you 



named as the beneficiary, in 
case you've forgotten.

• Check your Social Se- 
curity records. While 99 
percent of Social Security 
payments are properly cred- 
ited, yours might be among 
the other 1 percent 

Start by calling 1-800- 
234-5772. Order the form 
"Request For Earnings And 
Benefit Estimate State- 
ment." All you need to 
complete the form is your 
social security number, 
your current annual income, 
last year's income and a 
postage stamp. 

Within three weeks, you 
should receive an estimate 
of the benefits you can ex- 
pect at retirement and other 
important information. 

• Check your credit his- 
tory. Since credit bureaus 
respond to 1.5 million 
credit checks every day, the 
odds are that mistakes will 
be made. 

Start by looking in the 
Yellow Pages of your tele- 
phone book under "Credit 
Bureaus" or "Credit Report- 
ing Agencies". Any bank or 
department store credit of- 
fice can also tell you what 
credit bureaus operate lo- 
cally.

You'll need 16 file folders.

tate, receipts, retirement, 
taxes, warranties and every- 
thing else. Now, distribute 
your personal papers in the 
appropriate folder. 

• Learn more about your 
personal plan. Stan by ask- 
ing the following questions: 

What will I get if I work 
until I am age 65? 

What would my spouse 
or dependents get if I died? 

Can I borrow or with- 
draw money from the plan 
while I am working? 

■ Review your will. If 
you don't have a will, get 
one now. If you do have a 
will, read it. That means 
you'll have to locate it first. 
Then, check to sec who you

Decide 
if any changes are needed. 

• Balance your check- 
book. Do it now and re- 
solve to keep it balanced. 

• Create an emergency 
file. Start a file of informa- 
tion that you and others 
would need in the event of 
an emergency. Some of the 
information you might 
Want to record includes 
notes about a safe deposit 

box, bank accounts, in- 
vestments, deeds, mort- 
gages, insurance policies, 
wills, and pension and re- 
tirement plans. 

For most of these items, 
you'll want to note where it 
is and who to contact.

The wood of Christ's 
cross, the "burning bush" of 
Moses and ihe dart which 
killed the Norse god Balder 
were all, according to leg- 
end, members of the 
mistletoe family.

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If cut for magical purposes, 
a knife or sickle of sacred 
gold must be used. When 
cutting, the utmost care was 
taken to prevent it from 
touching the ground, which 
not only destroyed the 
plant's god-given virtues 
but brought calamity. Oth- 
erwise it brought happiness, 
safety and good fortune. 

The Celts believed it had 
miraculous healing powers, 
especially when it grew on 
an oak, considered a sacred 
tree because of its rarity. It 
was thought to be an anti- 
dote for poisons, a talisman 
for protecting a house from 
ghosts, a fertility drug for 
humans and animals, and 
was credited with curing 
diseases. 

It was believed the scmi- 
parasilical evergreen had 
magical properties because 
of its manner of growth. It 
never takes root in the 
ground but grows on the 
trunks of other trees. 

There are two reasons for 
the custom of taking liber- 
ties under a sprig of mistle- 
toe. The first is the fertility 
symbolism. To kiss a 
woman under mistletoe was 
originally a magical way to 
ensure she would bear chil- 
dren, while the plant itself 
could be used as an aphro- 
disiac. 

The mistletoe endows a 
man with the freedom to 
kiss any woman. This is 
derived from the general 
amnesty allowed as long as 
this plant lay on the alter of 
the local church or cathe- 
dral, a practice recorded at 
York as recently as the 18th 
century. 

The second reason is 
connected with the all-heal- 
ing, protective, good-luck 
reputation of mistletoe. In 
pagan times, the plant was 
considered to have the 
power to reduce epileptic 
spasms. It was also given 
to sheep and cows after they 



had given birth. 

More mystically, it was 
known as a protection 
against witchcraft, the devil 
and other kinds of evil; 
could enable one to see 
ghosts and make them 
speak; and could open locks 
and lead to treasure. In the 
northern countries of Eu- 
rope, it was a plant of 
peace. 

In Japan, mistletoe was 
considered sacred for it's 
healing properties. In West 
Africa during the early 
1800s, it was carried by 
warriors as a preservative 
against wounds. 

In Worcestershire the 
bough, decorated with nuts, 
apples and ribbons at 
Christmas, might be fixed 
on a cord and pulley so that 
the woman who was kissed 
could pull down a berry 
which she would then throw 
over her left shoulder. The 
berries of mistletoe arc poi- 
sonous. 

Its application as a 
Christmas ritual comes 
from Britain. Allegedly, 
under the influence of 
mistletoe, "a Holy kiss of 
pardon and redemption" was 
initialed by a priest and 
passed through the congre- 
gation. 

Like so many tales of 
yore, the belief of kissing 
under mistletoe is consid- 
ered to have as many 
sources as there are old 
wives. 

However, perhaps the 
most plausible comes from 
Norse mythology. It is 
written uiui. unc of God's 
arrows made of mistletoe 
struck down Balder, son of 
Frigga. Crying tears of 
while berries, she brought 
her son to back to life and 
vowed to kiss anyone who 
rested beneath the plant. 

In the Victorian language 
of flowers, the message of 
the mistletoe was "I sur- 
mount difficulties." 



Yule log symbol of good cheer 



Yule was a winter 
festival in England long 
before Christmas was 
known. A yule log 
symbolizes the root of the 
tree of Thor. The log is 
preferably a fruit-bearing 
tree such as olive, almond, 
acorn, hickory, apple or 
other fruit. The oldest and 
youngest members of the 



group, typifying the old 
year and the new, were the 
nominal bearers of the log 
which actually was born by 
a group of servants. 

The Yule Log should by 
all rights be lighted with a 
faggot saved from the log of 
the of the year before.

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Increase exercise to relieve holiday stress 



The holiday season is 
upon us and with it the ex- 
citement, fun and, all too 
often, the tension of sea- 
sonal demands. It seems 
that there are never enough 
hours in the day to share the 
holiday spirit with friends 
and family, or to fit in our 
regular workouts. Between 
shopping malls, parties, 
office functions and com- 
munity events, it's easy to 
leave our commitment to 
exercise behind in the wake 
of the season's jubilation. 

In making your personal 
choices this season, The 
President's Council on 
Physical Fitness and Sports 
suggests that you consider 
the increasing evidence in 
support of exercise as a 
means of reducing stress and 
promoting relaxation. The 
holidays may just be a time 
when you need exercise the 
most. 

Compared to the physi- 
cal benefits of exercise, 
such as reduced body fat and 
increased flexibility, 
strength and endurance, the 



psychological rewards of 
exercise are elusive. Regular 
exercisers report a variety of 
benefits, such as feeling 
better, improved sleep pat- 
terns and less tension, de- 
pression and anxiety. How- 
ever, these testimonies are 
often difficult to quantify 
and document. Research is 
just now catching up to the 
many personal claims that 
physical activity and fitness 
reduce stress. 

When you feel stressed, 
you are reacting to the 
world around you and your 
body prepares itself to deal 
with the cause.

Or perhaps, 
stressful situations do not 
represent as much harm to 
the athletic person as they 
do to the sedentary.

Runners have long re- 
ported the "runner's high" 
feeling they get from their 
workouts. This has been 
tied to the production of

ing. 

Whether you are inter- 
ested in the short-term ef- 
fects of a workout in reduc- 
ing your daily anxiety, or 
the longterm effects of

History of the dreidle 



Hanukkah commemo- 
rates the victory of the 
Maccabees over the Syrians 
in 167 B.C.E. When the 
Greeks began to persecute 
the Jews, forcing them to 
eat pork and destroying their 
temples, the inhabitants of 
Modi'in, a village northwest 
of Jerusalem, revolted and 
defeated the invaders. They 
then fled into the Judean 
desert and surrounding hills, 
where they continued to 
wage attacks on the Syri- 
ans. Twenty-five years later, 
Ihey finally won indepen- 



dence for all of Judea. 

With the Menorah (the 
nine-branched candelabra), 
the most famous symbol of 
Hanukkah is the dreidle, a 
four-sided top with Hebrew 
letter on each side. Before 
the Maccabees' revolt, prac- 
ticing Judaism was illegal 
and brought the death penal- 
ty. Even reading the Torah 
was punishable by execu- 
tion. When Jews gathered in 
secret to study the Torah 
they always had a dreidle 
with them. If they heard 
| soldiers approaching they 
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would quickly hide the 
scriptures and pretend to be 
playing with the dreidle. So 
when playing with a dreidle, 
remember that it once had 
the power to save lives! 

A good activity for 
children at Hanukkah time 
is to make their own drci- 
dles. They can be made 
from clay, wood, or papier 
mach6 and elaborately deco- 
rated and painted. The 
young family members can 
give them as thank you 
gifts for the Hanukkah pre- 
sents they receive and it 
will give them a quiet occu- 
pation while the feast is be- 
ing prepared in the kitchen.

For county and state offices on the 
ballot, the Democrats will caucus in 
April. 

On Dec. 16, the final day for filing, 
the Democrats also slated Gerald Statz of 
Lake Bluff for state's attorney to run 
against incumbent Republican Michael 
Waller and Jack Filler of Highland Park 
for recorder of deeds. Piller will challenge 
Frank Nustra, the oldest and longest-serv- 
ing Republican in the courthouse with 
more than 36 years of public service. 

Although the Republicans have slated 
candidates for state representative and state 
senator, the Democrats will not do this 
until the Jan. 6 deadline for redisricting 
the state. Barring this there will be what 
is known as a "bedsheet" ballot in which 
all candidates for state office will run at 
large. The last lime there was such a bal- 
lot was in 1964 when Adlai Stevenson 
was the gubernatorial candidate. 

"We're out to show that the Democrats 
have not been rcdistricted out of Lake 
County because that party thinks this is 
Republican territory," Moore said. The 
number of Democratic candidates on the 
ballot is the most in Moore's four years as 
party chairman.

creatures brought to life 
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look of wonderment is Ed 
Waibel's reward for practicing 
his Yulctide magic. 

"Just to see the looks on the 
t£ little kids' faces — it's like the 
isientire world is right there. 
They cat their candy canes and they 
don't want to go home. They think 
they're at the North Pole." 

The rapture is found in the cuddly 
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creatures Waibel brings to life in scenes 
reminiscent of the elaborate department 
store displays of Christmases past. 

Sugar plums are nice, but ice-skating 
bears, elves, Wile E. Coyote riding a red 
pony — these are the visions Waibel has 
dancing in his head. 

Waibel, an electrician by trade, began 
animating cartoon and fantasy 
characters for his own home some years 
ago. 

"Every year, we'd add something," 
Waibel said. "Over the years, everybody 
was asking me to make stuff for them, 
but I didn't have the time." 

Then, six or seven years ago, he de- 
cided to make the time. 

"I went all over looking for animated 
stuff, but all I saw was professionally 
made stuff, and I said, 'I can make them 
for a lot less — there's got to be an easier 
way.'" 

Waibel doesn't make the actual 
figures; he finds them in toy stores. 

His handiwork involves building a 
base from treated wood, installing 
electric gear motors and putting 



stainless steel rods in the figures. The 
motors move the rods, and the figures 
come to life. The final touch is a 
weatherproof coating, so the display can 
be used indoors or outdoors. 

"There was a lot of trial and error and a 
lot of homework," Waibel said. "I have a 
lot of fun doing it, and the kids love it." 

One place to sec Waibel's artistry — 
and perhaps get an animated scene of 
your own — is at Poem Lighting Co., the 
business Waibel and Dan Hanrahan 
started a little over a year ago at 1244 
Allanson Rd. in Mundelcin (in the 
industrial park). 

"We have a window front — people 
drive by with their kids, and we have 
people stop in all the time." 

Waibel's home at 121 W. Hawthorne in 
Mundelcin another showplacc for the 
animated displays. 

Waibel now makes a few scenes each 
Christmas season, and they can be pur- 
chased by the general public. He 
currently has five displays on hand. 

"If anybody wants something, they 
can come buy one of these or put in an 
order for next year. Every year we change 
them. Next year, we might go with Walt 
Disney characters — it gives people 
variety. They can even bring back one 
they have and trade for another one. 

"These are one-of-a-kind things. 
They're beautiful to see, yet they're 
affordable." 

Elaborate animated window scenes in 
Chicago stores arc a thing of the past, 
Waibel said.

During the holidays— don't drink and drive 




Most Americans know someone 
whose life was changed by a drunk driver. 
This holiday season, remember the 
responsibility Involved with drinking and 
driving. Society has lost patience with 
those who refuse to recognize that drunk 
driving kills. 

The U.S. Dept. of Transportation 
reported drunk drivers killed 22,083 
people and injured 335,000 in 1990. They 
cost Americans $57 billion. 

"It's a big problem that receives a lot of 
attention during the holidays," said Ron 
Blomberg, an American Family Insurance 
agent from Grayslake. "Everyone has 
something at stake." 

Many Americans have first-hand 
experience with drunk drivers. A survey of 
9,028 drivers reported that 97 percent 
knew of someone killed or Injured by a 
drunk driver. The factor most likely to 
stop them from drinking and driving is 
the knowledge that they could kill or 
injure others. 

A driver's blood alcohol concentration 
(BAC), which shows a driver's level of 
intoxication, predicts a driver's immediate 
future. In 1989, 40 percent of all drivers 
with a BAC over 0.10 involved in accidents 
were killed. 

Drivers arrested with a BAC higher 



than 0.10 may lose their license. Drunk 
drivers may also lose their insurance, or at 
the very least must pay insurance 
premiums twice their usual rates. 

Studies show that a BAC as low as .002 
percent is enough to slow a driver's 
reaction time significantly. 

Weekend nights, a popular time for 
holiday parties, have the highest 
incidence of alcohol related accidents. 
More than half of all drivers killed on 
weekends have BAC's of 0.10 percent or 
more. Alcohol involvement is highest 
between 9 p.m. and t> a.m. over 70 percent 
of all drivers killed during this period had 
BAC's at or above the legal limit. 

Because drunk drivers are unable to 
make rational decisions, more 
responsibility is falling on those who allow 
intoxicated people to drive. Many states 
hold hosts responsible for damages 
caused by an intoxicated person if that 
person was obviously drunk when leaving 
the host's residence. 

The National alcohol beverage control 
association reports that "Social Host 
Liability" Is established by statute In 11 
states and by common law in eight states. 
Drivers can use the designated driver 
system, call a cab, or have a friend drive 
them home if they had too much to drink.

Steve Carter's drama uses as its backdrop the 1936 Olympics, in which Adolph 
hitler cowed the U.S. into preventing two Jewish athletes from competing in the 
Olympics in order to spare potential embarrassment to the German proponent of 
Aryan supremacy. 

It was a race in which black runner Jesse Owens made history by capturing his 
unprecedented fourth gold medal. 

The play Is set a few days before the big event Even though the U.S. team is 
heavily segregated in their quarters, they manage to break down the barriers and 
unite in a common spirit. 

Nazi Germany is tindcrbox, on the brink of World War II Blind ambition and 
racial prejudice are rampant, to the 
point where the assistant track 
coach, played by John Judd, is 
witling to sell out his team for a 
crack at personal advancement. 

Michael Jerome Johnson gives a 
solid, sensitive portrayal of Oliver 
Weymon (the Jesse Owens 
character), while Michael Shapiro is 
the pugnacious Willie Herman and 
Jeffrey Lieber the feisty idealist, 
ChalmLux.

That's only one of 
Antigua's {pronounced An-tee-ga) attractions. Year-round 
perfect weather is needed to enjoy a year's worth of 
beaches, and Antigua's got that too. 
Antigua, still relatively undiscovered by tourists, has 
much more to offer than her miles of uncrowded white, 
sandy beaches and ideal weather. 

Discovered by Columbus in 1493, Antigua was first 
settled by the English in 1 632.

Paper. Plastic. Styrofoam packaging. 
Mass produced gifts. Throw-away 
wrapping paper. Each year consumers 
spend 70 percent of their discretionary 
income in November and December on 
items that guzzle natural resources. 

Packaging is often cited as one of the 
major contributors to the solid waste 
dilemma. More than 80 percent of all 
packaging goes to the landfill, said 
Barbara Dahl of the University of 
Illinois Cooperative Extension Service 
in Grayslake. 

When choosing gifts or just 
purchasing products at the grocery 
store, look for items with minimal or no 
packaging. Consider wrappings that are

packaging generated on Christmas day.

consumable, returnable, refutable or 
reuscablc; recyclable or made from 
recycled materials; and that avoid 
excess use of both paper and plastic. 

Though temptation will try to 
persuade you otherwise for 
convenience sake, do not let it lead you 
into buying plastic forks, knives and 
spoons, cups or plates. While paper 
plates are a better choice than plastic in 
the throw-away realm, reducing the 
amount of garbage produced is even 
more economical. Using washable 
plates and utensils saves money, energy 
and preserves natural habitats though it 
takes a minute or two longer to clean 
up. 

Where paper is concerned, consider 
this: to produce one ton of paper 
requires 261 pounds of lime; 360 
pounds of salt cake; 76 pounds of soda 
ash; 3,688 pounds of wood; 24,000 
gallons of water and 28 million BTUs of 
energy. The process produces 176 
pounds of solid wastes, 84 pounds of air 
pollutants and 36 pounds of water 
pollutants, according to the New Green 
Christmas, a book by the Evergreen 
Alliance. 

The answer Is: try another way. 

Instead of buying fancy shiny plastic- 
coated paper and plastic ribbon, give 
packages more character by using your 
imagination. 

How about tying electrical gifts with 
an extension cord? Wrapping sewing 
gifts with cloth measuring tape and 
using a pin cushion as a bow? If the gift 
is for a dog, tie it with a leash. Tic the 



present with decorative shoelaces. Use 
hair ribbons. Buckle it with belts. 

Wrap it in an old scarf. Put the gift in 
a handy bucket. Give edibles in a 
brcadbox or lunchbox. Put it In a pillow 
case. Send it in a Christmas stocking. 



Wrap it in handkerchiefs or bandanas. 
The wrapping Itself is a gift. 

Decorate a flower pot and put the gift 
inside. Wrap it In old sheet music. Use 
kids' drawings or coloring book pages.
